er of life had a balance on the right 
aide. 
Moosehaven waa started with a 
determination to adhere to the pol­ 
icy of participating in service for 
Its residents, believing that 
they 
would solve their own problems and 
not adc for 
nurses, 
waitresses. 
poohs, gardeners and janitors, but 
woiftld do all the work necessary 
for their own malntenace if sup­ 
plied with the food and shelter, 
clothing and tools that the Moose 
order would provide for them. 
Apmng the institutions studied 
by the committee before founding 
a home for the aged, in an honest 
endeavor to help salvage them, was 
one where 150 men, all separated 
from their wives, were living. Fif­ 
ty woung women employed aa wait­ 
resses. chamber-maids and nurses 
were at the institution. 
Those' fif­ 
ty young women absorbed In their 
salaries a great proportion of the 
money paid 
bv the 
members dr 
that fraternity for this service. We 
figured that it would be better that 
the residents of Moosehaven should 
walt on each other There is every­ 
thing hopeful and progressive in 
such a picture. 
No Slackers Can Remain 
We went further and resolved 
that if the members of the Moose 
fraternity were not big enough and 
broad enough to face the slacker 
and send him home if he would re­ 
fuse to co-operate to the extent of 
his physical and mental ability for 
his own support, it would defeat 
the purpose of the service and we 
should then have to permanently 
do away with any endeavor for 
any service for the aged at all and 
uae our money for the furtherance 
of child service. 
But Mooseheart, now four year* 
old. has been a sensational suc­ 
cess. beginning with the day its 
doors were opened. Aged Moose 
are there with their wives, never 
to be separated in this life. All 
get medical, surgical and dental serv­ 
ice. the right kind of food and hap­ 
py environment, and they have been 
made happier and their span of life 
is going to be longer. 
One aged man. sent from an east­ 
ern city, was not expected to live 
to make the trip to Moosehaven 
but the 
predictions were 
wrong 
After he arrived here he was given 
dental, surgical and medical treat­ 
ment and these, together with the 
right kind of food and happy en­ 
vironment. helped to rebuild him 
and he became a new man. Seven 
months after he arrived he was 
leading the Virginia reel at the 
town hall.

dren one sees in the clam rooms, 
cottages, shops and playgrounds 
here at this Loyal Order of Moose 
city of childhood where the chil­ 
dren go to school forty-eight weeks 
of the year. 
There is no lack of 
recreation of every sort—movies, 
plays, games, parties, trips to fairs, 
grand opera and other places of 
amusement beyond the limits of this 
M ute of ion acres and swimming, 
camping, skating, all water apart* 
apd all other adventures of whole­ 
some youth. Meoeebeait boys even 
indulge in that paselon no looper 
capable of being gratified by armet 
city-born youth*—the building and 
fixing up of a shack according to 
one s own tastes. In short, hie Ie 
far from being a bore In Moose- 
heart. 
Ernest N. Roselle. In praising bls 
school system of 48 weeks the year, 
says: “We have never had to take 
a child out of school for nervous dis­ 
orders here at Mooseheart In the 
twelve years we have been conduct­ 
ing the all-year school. 
Teachers 
too.” he added, “maintain good 
health on the all-year system.1* 
Communities contsmplating the 
all-year school are warned, however, 
that this Is not a speeding-up sys­ 
tem when rightly operated. 
The all-year school should never 
be adopted as an economy meas­ 
ure nor as a means of getting the 
children through school younger” 
says MT. Attorns. “We find that it 
costs a little more than the short­ 
term school and we would contortsr 
it advantageous to the children to 
speed them up so as to have them 
complete the present curriculum of 
the elementary or high school grades 
at an earlier age.’* 
The all-year school has long sines 
passed the experimental stage in 
this community. 
Pupils, teachers 
and officials of the Loyal Order of 
Moose, who are charged with the 
education of the children, pronounce 
an unqualified success and recom­ 
mended it to other communities. 
Mooseheart children are 
sorry 
when school closes for a fortnight , 
in July and joyous when it reopens. 
They pity the children who can go 
to school only nine or ten months 
in the year. 
Moooeheart’s sixty 
teachers of academic subjects are 
equally in favor oi the all-year i 
school. They back Up their senti­ 
ments by coming back year aller 
year to teach 48 weeks instead of 
going to a school system with the 
short terms.

Tommy came to Mooseheart sev­ 
eral years ago. being eligible after 
the death of his father. Before hav­ 
ing this $5,000 worth of dental serv­ 
ice done he had what ara called 
"pig teeth.” They did not must for 
what la known rn “the olio” and 
there was no cutting or chewing sur­ 
face 
When teeth are not used they 
decay. 
His teeth had not reached 
the stage of decay at the time he 
was given service. On account of 
his teeth not meeting for "the bite” 
his mouth and face were out of 
shape. 
The chief 
Mooseheart 
dentist 
made a cast of Tommy’s mouth and 
showed It to 
Director 
General 
James J. Davis and explained the 
unusual case of this fatherless boy. 
with the result that toe gave in­ 
structions that everything must be 
done to rebuild this boy’s teeth, face 
and mouth, and he saki with em­ 
phasis. “Oo the limitl” 
Then 
followed 
conferences 
of 
dental surgery experts, the examina­ 
tions of the boy’s teeth. All agreed 
that it was the first case of the kind 
known to them. 
After getting a 
complete history of the case, follow- 
a research into the history of the 
family, they aet to work studying the 
problem. 
It was decided that tbs 
boy’s teeth could be built to normal 
site. and further, that his mouth 
could be rmhaped and also that his 
faee oould ba reshaped. 
Surgery 
work was done lo get the bones of 
the boy’s mouth in their proper 
places. 
After his mouth was reshaped, 
every tooth was crowned with por­ 
celain and gold, and built UToorrect 
site so that the “bite” was opened a 
quarter of an Inch more than it was 
before the work was commenced 
In addition to this kind of service 
he is being given facial athletics so 
that all the lines of his face and 
mouth will be worked into their 
proper places which will give him 
a mort natural expression. 
An athletic program baa bien ar­ 
ranged for him consisting of strik­ 
ing a punching bag, running short 
distance* and other kinds of stren­ 
uous exercising for a period of at 
least four years, to compel him to 
breathe through his nose, and this 
way strengthens his mouth. 
This 
will push his tongue to the roof of 
hie mouth and force his jaws to 
spread. 
He has two brothers and a sister 
here and their teeth are excellent 
and they have fine- looking facet. 
This was one reason the dentist had 
of knowing that Tommy!1 face and 
mouth could be reshaped. 
If this youth had not been en­ 
rolled at Mooseheart. the teeth and 
mouth and face would not have been 
taken care of—the prohibitive cost 
would have prevented it—he would 
have shunned society and have be­ 
come an outcast on account of his 
face and mouth being out of shape, 
and the natural result would have 
been that he might have drifted to-
